What is Nonfarm Employment...

The Bureau of Labor
Statistics cooperates
with the state agen-
cies in the Current
Employment Statis-

tics program, or estab-

lishment survey, to
collect data each
month on employ-
ment, hours, and
earnings from a sam-
ple of nonfarm estab-
lishments. Nation-
ally, this sample in-
cludes about 160,000
businesses and gov-

ernment agencies cov-

ering approximately
400,000 individual
work sites. The sam-
ple is drawn from a

universe of over 8 mil-
lion unemployment in-
surance tax accounts.
The data collected are
classified in accordance
with the 2002 North
American Industry
Classification System.
Establishments are
grouped into industries
based on their primary
activity. Those that use
comparable capital,
equipment, labor, and
raw material inputs are
classified together.

Employment data refer
to persons on payrolls
who receive pay for any
part of the pay period

that includes the 12th
day of the month. The
data exclude proprie-
tors, the self-employed,
unpaid volunteer or
family workers, farm
workers, and domestic
workers. Salaried offi-
cers of corporations are
included. Government
employment covers only
civilian employees;
military personnel are
excluded. Persons on
paid sick, holiday, or
paid vacation leave are
included. Persons who
are laid off, on leave
without pay, or on
strike are excluded.

And What Happened in the MSAs?

Page 2 lists the 2003

and 2004 annual aver-

age nonfarm data for

the 10 Tennessee Met-

ropolitan Statistical
Areas (MSAs).

Based on nonfarm em-

ployment, the largest
MSA is Nashville and
the smallest is Cleve-
land.

The largest increase in
jobs occurred in Nash-
ville (up 15,300 jobs)
while the largest de-
cline occurred in Kings-
port-Bristol (down 700
jobs). The highest per-
centage growth was in
Clarksville (up 4.0 per-
cent).

Some of the largest in-
creases occurred in Pro-

fessional/Business Ser-
vices. MSAs that had
growth in this sector
included Chattanooga
(up 600 jobs), Clarks-
ville (up 700 jobs),
Cleveland (up 800 jobs),
Jackson and Morris-
town (both up 300 jobs),
Johnson City (up 1,300
jobs), and Nashville (up
7,000 jobs).

Tennessee's seasonally adjusted estimated
unemployment rate for April 2005 was 5.8
percent, unchanged from the March 2005
rate. This is the fourth month that
Tennessee had a seasonally adjusted
unemployment rate higher than the national
rate.

The United States’ unemployment rate was
5.2 percent in April 2005. In April 2004, the
national unemployment rate was 5.5 percent,
and the state’s unemployment rate was 5.4
percent.

Across Tennessee, the unemployment rate
decreased in 86 counties, increased in six
counties, and remained the same in three
counties. The lowest rate occurred in
Williamson County at 3.9 percent, down 0.1
percent from the previous month. The
highest rate was Wayne County's 12.6
percent, up from 12.4 percent in March.
